Differential fee 
figlitinvain

Only two universities In. 
Ontario attempted to resist the 
provincial government's policy 
on differential fees for visa 
students. By January, McMas- 
ter University In Hamilton was 
the only university that was 
still taking action to protect 
ttieir foreign students against 
the two-tier fee structure im- 
posed by the Ontario govern- 
ment last September. 

The university senate, how- 
ever, voted last month to 
Implement differential fees for 
incoming -visa students this 
September, drawing a close to 
any opposition against the 
discriminatory fee schedule.

Implemented In Quebec next 
September, sources claim they 
would probably be based on 
Ontario's method of indexa- 
tion. The fees would increase 
tuition costs for newly regis- 
tered visa students to $1500 
and for newly-registered visa 
students to $1950. Differential 
fees are included in the PQ 
platform and university offi- 
cials have indicated that the 
two-tier system will most likely 
be implemented in September. 

McMaster University lost 
$151,000 In revenue this year 
because It didn't' charge the 
fees. The senate decision was. 
made after a fund drive, begun 
last May in hopes that the fees 
could be avoided if the drive 
was successful, netted only 
$25,000 of Its $170,000 goal: 

The Universlty-^was also 
under pressure from the go- 
vernment to comply with its 
new policy. The senate vote 
must be approved by the 
university's board of governors 
befpre taking effect. The board 
is expected to approve It.

A number of student associa-

variety of para-academic ser- 
vices" such as Athletics, Health 

Services and Guidance Coun- 
seling. He will also act as an 
"unofficial ombudsman" and 
help students with problems 
they encounter with the Univer- 
sity and student life In general. 
According tiTHerschorn, "Dean 
MIrza had made himself avail- 
able to the students and I plan 
to do the same. I hope to help 
make the University a better 
place for students." 

Although he did not cite any 
specific goals, as he is not yet 
familiar with his new position, 
Herschorn did indicate two 
areas in which he hopes to 
exert some Influence. As a 
professor at McGIII, Herschorn 
realizes that many career-or- 
ientated 'students feel the Uni- 
versity is not fulfilling their 
expectations. He plans to in- 
vestigate the possibility of 
setting up advisory systems 
where "professional expertise 
would be brought to bear" and 
students would be made aware 
of what the University can and 
can not provlde.> 



Herschorn also wants to see 
better advisory systems for 
entering McGill students. 
While he acknowledges the 
advantages of a "decentralized 
campus", Herschorn hopes to 
"play a coordinating role." 
According to Herschorn, It Is 
Important that new students 
are aware of the differences 
between faculties, through 
counselling If possible. "Stu- 
dents should have a definite 
idea of thé differences between 
Commerce and Econorhlcs or 
Chemistry and Chemical Engi- 
neering before they enroll." 

Although Herschorn could 
not name any specific exam- 
ples, he feels the current 
political situation In Quebec 
contributes to an attitude of 
uncertainty among both . ad- 
ministrators and students. 

Herschorn will continue to 
teach after becoming Dean of 
Students because "It is the 
primary reason I am here and it 
Is a chance to get away from 
the abstract and get involved 
with students." 



Women's Union; 



Pot rape is 

not a Soke

Participants in a Women's 
Union discussion condemned 
the Plumber's Pot for its 
"pushing of sexist viewpoints" 
and the paper's use of a "rape 
joke" in their last Iscue. 

The participants Iti the dis- 
cussion concluded that the 
university atmosphere at Mc- 
Gill does not foster blatant 
sexism but there are neverthe- 
les some implicit occurrences 
of sexism on campus. 

A library staffer pointed out 
that for several years the 
Psychology department has 
had a policy of listing only the 
initials and surnames of male 
faculty members while provid- 
ing the full names of female 
members. The library staffer 
also^.ppinted out titat this 
e'xaniple of sexism Is present In 
the McGIII calendar as well as 
on the Psychology depart- 
ment's office sign. The partici- 
pants at the meeting concluded 
that the Psychology depart- 
ment feels a responsibility to 
single out which classes are 
taught by women. 

Participants also argeed that 
sexism often manifests itself In 



the classroom. Most felt that 
the best way to deal with It is to 
point out any sexist remarks or 
passages in texts in order to 
prevent similar future occur- 
rences. 

Women's Union organizers 
expressed disappointment with 
the low turnout but for those 
present the discussion was a 
valuable exchange of informa- 
tion.

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John Trent: 



Canadian socialism won't worli

There Is a strong need to 
change Canada's economic 
culture, says John Trent, a 
political scientist from the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa. He made the 
statement at a recent talk he 
gave at McGIII University on the 
subject of "a new economic 
culture for Canada." 

"Canada should iool< at a 
mixed enterprise economy as 
the main basis of our economic 
culture. A straight free enter- 
prise or socialist systetii won't 
work in Canada." 

According to Professor 
Trent, the next steps would 
then be to bring together the 
concepts of cooperatives and 
self-management and align 
them to the public enterprise 



system, with an orientation to 
worker participation and in 
some areas worker ownership. 

If established properly, the 
process would then move to the 
area which interests him the 
most, the procedure by which 
this change would become ac- 
cepted by the public. This is 
where political scientists such 
as himself would enter the 
scene. 

"If we can come up with the 
right theorlzatlonal mix, then 
we can Implement it. But we 
must remember to view ail 
models within a Canadian con- 
text," Trent reiterated. 

Professor Trent relied heavily 
upon a recent study by his 
colleague, Herschel Hardin, 
which deals with the lack of an

economic dimension In Cana- 
dian thought, and the need for 
development of our own Ideo- 
logy In order to produce a 
distinct Canadian economic 
culture. 

Trent agrees with i-lardin that 
a monopolistic mixed enter- 
prise system would best suit 
the Canadian market and give 
us the motors to develop our 
econorny.i?;tfe diverges from 
Hardlri's vfevvs In respect to the 
amount of freedom which 
should be accorded to em- 
ployees. 

With regard to our current 
economic problems, Trent 
dealt specifically with several 
key areas. On the Issue of 
Canadian unity, he pointed out

economic roots to the problem. 

"Since WWII English Canadi- 
ans have sold off most of thèlr 
economy and culture. Thus 
there exists here little attrac- 
tion to French Canadlaris." He 
added that, "There is a genuine 
lack of English Canadian re- 
sponse to the unity question, 
especially at the leadership 
level. This lack of dynamism 
can be attributed, to the- ab- 
sence of an economic elite In 
Canada of an independent 
nature. A new economic culture 
with greater Canadian content 
would help the unity question. 
Political problems need econo- 
mic solutions." 

A second area which came 
under much discussion was the 
cultural underdevelopment of 
Canada In respect to the eco- 
nomy. Our structures were 
viewed as being borrowed from 
the American free enterprise 
system and European socialist 
philosophy. Few of our Cana- 
dian models were found to be 
based on Canadian content, 
and the need has arisen to 
create the long sought after 
distinct economic culture. This 
in Trent's opinion requires 
increased public debate and 
worker cooperatives In a new 
public enterprise system.

MONCTON (CUP) - "Etre fran- 
cophone dans notre région, 
c'est de lutter pour vivre... 
nous en avons assez de mettre 
toutes nos énergies simple- 
ment pour survivre." Les Aca- 
diens en ont assez d'un bilin- 
guisme qui signifie l'assimila- 
tion, d'un fédéralisme qui leur 
nie leur caractère de peuple 
fondateur. Ces déclarations ont 
été faites à la commission sur 
l'unité canadienne la semaine 
dernière. 

Les étudiants, les femmes et 
les groupes nationalistes ont 
expliqué aux commissaires que 
les francophones sont plus 
qu'une entité culturelle, Ils 
présentent des caractéristiques 
socio-économiques différentes 
de celles du reste du Nouveau- 
Brunswick. Le nord du Nou- 
veau-Brunswick, où vit la majo-" 
rité des Acadiens, connaît le 
taux de chômage le plus élevé 
et les salaires les plus bas de la 
province. 

les Acadiens ont été oppri- 
més à cause dé leur langue, et 
peut-ôtre que la seule solution 
est une entité politique sépa- 
rée, a dit Jean-Pierre Lanteigne 
du Parti Acadien à la Commis- 
sion. "C'est intolérable que 
dans notre région, nous ne 
pouvions pas être malades en 
français, mourir en français, 
avoir des services policiers, 
téléphoniques en français ou 
même manger en français dans 
les six villes majeures de la 
province." .

Environ 150 étudiants de 
l'université de (i^oncton ont 
participé à une des audiences 
de la commission, portant des 
drapeaux acadiens et deman- 
dant des droits égaux pour les 
Acadiens. Des policiers en civil 
ont essayé des les empêcher de 
rentrer. "Dans cette province 
dite bilingue, où tous sont 
considérés égaux, nous avons 
appris que certains sont plus 
égaux que d'autres," a dit un 
étudiant. Pendant que je gou- 
vernement étudie nosjp|0- 
bièmes, nos frères'^etfnos 
soeurs d'AcadIe sont en train 
de se faire assimiler."

Réengagée à McGIII

Claire Arseneau, professeur 
à l'Ecole de service social ds 
McGill, a récemment réintégré - 
son poste après que l'admlnls- 
. tration et une. enquête de 
l'Association canadienne des 
professeurs d'université 
(ACPU) aient prouvé qu'elle 
avait été démise de ses fonc- 
tions, en novembre 1976 sans 
Lraisoris fondées^^r^â^;:. 
:^^Ç|âire Arsënèàù travaille 
^^àintenant un jour par semaine 
à l'Ecole comme consultante de 
stages et le reste du temps à la 
Corporation des travailleurs 
sociaux du Québec. Sa réinté- 
gration s'est faite, à son avis, 
sans heurts, ni arriéres- 
pensées car ses collègues de 
travail l'ont toujours appuyée et 
les relations avec fe nouveau 
directeur sont très cordiales. 

En novembre 1976, le profes- 
seur Arseneau recevait une 
lettre de renvoi de la part du 
directeur de l'Ecole de service 
social. Elle demande un (eprô- 
sentant du McGill Faculty 
union (MFU) pour négocier 
devant le comité d'évaluation 
de l'Ecole. Les négociations 
étant dans une impasse, le 
. MFU et Arseneau demandent 



l'intervention de l'ACPU pour 
instituer une commission d'en- 
quête: 

Cette commission d'enquête 
a siégé à Montréal en mai 
dernier et a écouté les deux 
parties ensemble' ef non' sépa- 
rément comme c'était l'habitu- 
de auparavant. Arseneau pense 
qu'il s'agit d'une excellente 
Initiative car les deux parties 
négocient de meilleure foi au 
lieu de s'accuser mutuellement , 
sans pouvoir répliquer. Le 
■rapport de 29 pages donne 
raison au professeur Arseneau, 
son renvoi étant le fruit d'er- 
reurs de procédure et non de 
son incompétence. Le recteur 
de l'université, Robert Bell, a 
écrit à Mme. Arseneau le 14 
décembre dernier pour s'excu- 
ser de cette affaire, que sa 
réputation est réhabilitée et 
qu'un poste à son choix est 
disponible rétroactivement au 
1er septembre 1977 pour une 
période d'un an, renouvelable à 
la demande des deux parties. 

Traçant un bilan de son 
expérience, Mme. Arseneau 
pense qu'elle n'a pas été 
agréable parce que des accusa- 



tions vagues circulaient à l'uni- 
versité et l'extérieur et créaient 
une "atmosphère Irrespirable". 
Malgré un dénouement favora- 
ble, "on n'oublie . jamais ces 
choses-là." Soj|I|ioujgy^em- 
ployeur aurait ptMlPHemander 
d'abandoner sa plainte pour ne 
pas nuire à la réputation de 
l'organisme "mais la Corpora- 
tion a été très compréhensive". 
Les appuis de ses collègues, 
du McQill faculty union, de son 
nquyel employeur et dé sa 
famille lui ont permis de 
continuer sa lutte. Elle se 
demande si ce n'est pas dans 
l'intérêt de l'administration de 
laisser trainer les conflits afin 
d'user les professeurs. Le cas 
semblable de Nancy Wolf son, 
professeur de biologie, surgi 
environ à la même époque, est 
toujours à l'étude mais le 
dénouement devrait être connu 
prochainement. 

Claire Arseneau ne souhaite 
pas que d'autres professeurs 
connaissent la même situation 
mais que si jamais elle sur- 
vient, de continuer à lutter. 
"C'est la seule façon qu'on peut 
améliorer McGill et d'éviter que 
de semblables erreurs se répè- 
tent."

Le Cégep Saint-Laurent, 
pourtant connu pour son action 
politique et sa participation à 
certaines démarches (la manif 
contre les contrôles anti- 
inflation par exemple) voit son 
comité d'action politique (CAP) 
se transformer en comité d'ac- 
tion pédagogique.

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Housing group fights federal agency 

In :.1975,: a community liouslng;< group called Renovation. St. 
Louis purchased a three-storey house on St. Cuthbert St. after 
obtaining a mortgage from the Central Mortgage and i-lousing 
Corporalion (CMHC), a federal agency. Two weeks ago, CMHC 
foreclosed the mortgage and took possession of the house 
because, it claims, the group failed to fulfill Its end of the bargain 
by not having the house renovated and leaving it empty for two . 
years. Last week, members of Renovation St. Louis, In defiance of 
CMHC officials, entered the house, reclaimed It and began 
renovations. A spokesperson for the group says that there has 
been ho renovation until now because CivlHC had rejected the 
group's request to do their own work. Cf^^HC wanted private 
contractors to carry put the renovation project. This would have 
cost $63,000,^ making rents for family-sized units $235 per month. 
Later, the group proposed to renovate the house with the help of 
skilled labour at a cost of $20,000, reducing rents to about $175 
monthly. This suggestion was also turned down. In justifying the 
foreclosure, CMHC accuses the group of not coming up with any 
practical solution to the problem during the two-year period the 
house was vacant. CMHC considered group members unable to 
carry out the renovations themselves. 

Rape centres form national association 

Montreal's Rape Crisis Centre is participating In the formation , 
of a national association aimed at overseeing the quality of. 
counselling and aid provided by their volunteers. Rape centres 
which are being recognized by the association work for social 
change and prevention through education, provide counselling 
and aid to rape victims and train volunteer workers in legal, 
medical and police procedures. The centre In Montreal, which 
receives only a $5000 subsldary from the provincial government, 
has helped over 350 rape victims since its founding. Volunteers 
have Instituted a system to improve cooperation with Montreal 
police and the four city hospitals which take forensic tests to 
prove rape in court. As part of its statement of principles, the 
association asserts that rape is an abusivâ power and a crime of 
violence and aggression and not of sexual passion. It adds that 
the rape victim Is not responsible for the assault, that the 
exploitation of womeri is pervasive and that every effort should be 
made to Improve thé status of women. 

Labour problems, rising costs cause late arrival of water plant 

Montreal's Charles des Baiiiets water filtration plant, which was 
expected to be completed for the Olympics, may be In full 
operation by September. In 1973, when contracts for the 
construction of the plant were awarded by the city, the cost was 
estimated at $63 million. The current price tag fbr the 250,000,000 
gailon-per-day drinking water producer Is almost $200 million. 
City officials claim that labour conflicts and rising material. costs 
are responsible for the increase and the delay. Though the plant 
won't be ready for another six months, officials for the city's water 
purification division say that there will be no shortage of drinking 
water in Montreal this summer. ' ( 
PQ to reform municipal politics 

The provincial government intends to reform municipal election 
regulations in order to permit more opposition In city counclié, 
according to Municipal Affairs Minister Guy Tardif. "The present 
system is not always democratic because councils are often voted 
in as a team, which means no opposition." 

Tardif suggests that the financing of election campaigns 
should be tightened by determining candidates' expenses 
according to the number of constituents they would represent. 
Tardif also favours a system, especially for large cities, whereby 
about 20 councillors 'would be elected by their districts and 
another 10 chosen from a list on a pro-rata basis, according to the 
number of votes their party obtained over-all. 

City speed limits go metric 

City Council recently adopted a number of amendments to 
Montreal's traffic regulations. The major change involves the 
conversion of speed limits from miles to kilometres per hour: 70 
km. on main roads, 30 km. In school and park zones and 20 km. on 
residential streets. Council also ruled t^iat a car cannot be parked 
in the same place for more than 24 hours. The time limit for trucks 
is one hourl^gi^' by Marc.Casslnl

I move that Students' Council recommend to the Minister of Education that the provincial 
government either proceed immediately with the Implementation of the proposed policy or If 
they are unwilling to do so, to cease and desist in making idle promises for blatantly political 
purposes with no clear intention of fulfilling these promises. -

Corporation with the appropriate amendments to our present constitution to be circulated 
before the next meeting of Council for its approval.
